The Sensational Report About the Finances 
of New Albany, Ind. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., January 3.—Public atten- 
here and at New Albany, Ind., is being occu- 
pied with the discussion going on over the 
condition of the books of the City Treasurer, 
Weir, of the latter city.

Healion made by a morning paper yesterday 
to the effect that he had stated that Treasurer 


Weir was short $92,000 in bie accounts, and this 
morning makes the follawing statement: 


To the Members of the Finance Committee: 


GENTLEMEN—When I read the paragraph 
hereto attached, and which I clipped froma 
Cincinnati daily paper of the 30th-ult., ne one 
could have been more surprised than Iwas. I 
am wholly ignorant as to the source of the in- 
formation upon which the reporter's remarks 
in said paragraph were base The reporter 
certainly never received his information 
from me directly or indirectly; in fact, 
I have not even spoken to a reporter 
of that paper for over three months. 
The article may have originated, however, in 
this manner: During a friendly dall upon 
Auditor Orr at his office in Covington, where a 
number of my friends casually drop ed in, the 
conversation quite naturally turne upon * 
investigation ofthe books in New Albany, I 
remarked that the methods pursued in keepin 
the accounts in the office of the City Clerk an 
City Treasurer were as defective as those form. 
erly used in the Covington offices. Why.“ 
said I, the books in the clerk’s office are 
kept in such a faulty manner that prs of the 
reports made out by officials of that office are 
incorrect on account of these defective meth- 
ods of book-keeping. The investigation has 
been intricate aud necessarily slow and labori- 
ous.’ 

To fortify these remarks, and more partic- 
ularly to divert the attention of my friends 
to whom I was talking from the subject of 
the Treasurer’s books, I said: It has 
been customary with the City Clerk of New 
Albany to make up and publish annual reports 
of the Treasurer’s yearly receipts and dis- 
bursements of money. In the course of a few 
days after my arrival in New AlbanylI secured, 
after great difficulty, twelve of these rinted 
reports, issued censecutively during the past 
twelve fiscal years, the last one ending May 31, 
1887. These reports show that the total re- 
ceipts, added to the money turned over by 
Treasurer Malbon to Treasurer Weir, are in 
excess ate the aggregate disbursements, a trifle 
over $92,000

e, this may be, I reaffirm I am not 

Er in the remotest degree for the 
per ublication. The correct status of 
Samuel M. Weir’s account as City Treasurer 
of your city has never been made public by 
me so far, and never will be made known 
until the rendition of my reportto the Finance 
Committee. 

The books of the City Clerk did not balance 
by $820,000, but Col. Granger says that this 
signifies nothing, as the clerk handled no 
money, and such errors are common in book- 
keeping.

SHORT OF COAL. 


The Industries in the Schuykill Region in a 
Serious Plight. 


READING, Pa., January 3.—Had the strike on 
the Reading Railroad proven successful and 
traffic been entirely paralyzed, there 
could not have been more genuine 
alarm throughout the great industrial regions 
ofthe Schuylkill Valley than there is to-day. 
The proprietors of the large fur- 
naces and iron works in this sec- 


tion predict that if the mines are shut down 
for two weeks, that the majority of the 
. establishments will be obliged 
to clese, owing to the lack of a supply 
of coal. Many of them have been running for 
weeks short of coal and most of them have 
less than a week’s supply on band. They 
gave the railroad company orders for 
coal over a month ago, but the officials have 
not been able to fil them.

A SENSATIONAL REPORT. 


The Cincinnati Southern Disaster—Fatally 
Mangled—A Missing Steamer. 


GREENWOOD, Ky., January 8.—The fear 
grows hourly thatthe most terrible part of 
the story of Saturday’s wreck remains to be 
told. As time wears on andthe wreck is be- 
ing cleared away, the presence of more vie- 
timsinthe debris becomes apparent. When 
the wreck occurred a number of passengers

Just who 
they are and how many is not 
known. Last night the horrible mistake was 
discovered when the bones of two unfortu 


nates were found reduced almost to ashes 
buried with the burned cars. There is abso- 
lutely nothing by which they can be identified, 
and it is not certain whether the bones are 
those of a male, female, or both. Mr. C. O. 
Gillespie of Beaver, asmall settlement near 
this place, visited the wreck last night. 
While digging in the ruins he dis- 
covered the hair attached to the scalp of 
a woman. The flesh, of course, was 
burned away, but the long locks are in a good 
state of preservation. Almost in the same 
spot where the hair was found Mr. Gillespie 
found a child’s shoe. The other shoe has not 
yet been found, neither has any account been 
given of the loss of a child. A Jittle deeper in 
the debris, inthe same spot where the hair and 
shoe were found, Gillespie picked up a letter. 
It was written in good, plain feminine hand, 
dated at St. Augustine, Fla., addressed to 
dear Lula and sivned Bena. There is nothing 
in the letter to give any clue to the name of 
the writer or receiver, and the envelope can- 
not be found. 

After the accident a search was made for an 
unknown man who was seen to enter the toilet - 
room of the ladies’ coach on the north-bound 
train an instant before the crash came. He 
was never seen again, and all efforts to locate 
him prove futile. It is believed that he was 
unable to get out ofthe little, apartment and 
was burned to death in the car. It is believed 
that the bones found last night are those of the 
manand woman. The child was probably 
with its mother and died with her, its body be- 
ing buried in the debris. Thesuspicion grows 
that there are more pore buried in the wreck 
than were extricated.

Rock-Bottom in _ Illinois Rates—Missourt

With all the apparent indifference of the 
Wabash people to the rate war with the Alton, 
and their statements that it is mostly wind, 
there is still some lively cutting going on and 
to-day tlie cattle rates touched rock bottom.

This is by far the best funding scheme 
et proposed. It aims to provide better 


Government in exchange for an exten- 
sion of its loan. Nor does the proposition 
include anything that smacks of com- 
pounding past felonies, frauds or breaches 
of trust. On the contrary the contract 
mortgage seems to provide for better 
means of redress in afl such cases. 

Commissioner PATTISON, however, con- 
sidering the utter failure of the Govern- 
ment to make any attempt to enforce its 
existing legal remedies in the past, seems 
to think the proposed new ones would be 
as inert and valueless. He shows that the 
six Pacific lines, which cost $95,000,000, 
have been loaded with $268,000,000 of 
fraudulent stocks and bonds; that there 
was a swindle of $42,000,000 in the construc- 
tion contracts; and thatthe Government 
aid in money and land to these roads was 
equivalent to $447,000,000, or $832,000,000 
more than they cost. He shows that four 
men, STANFORD, HUNTINGTON, Hop- 
KINS and CROCKER divided among them- 
selves $142,000,000 of diverted cash 
and securities, and justly says the 
management of all the Pacific 
roads has been a national disgrace.” 
He therefore thinks that they will find a 
way to evade the remedies of the new 
funding scheme, and to make it a cloak 
for further exaction and fraud. So he 
recommends that Congress should rise 
above the consideration of dollars and 
cents and treat the case as one of out- 
raged justice, revoking the charters of the 
roads and throwing them into the hands 
of receivers that civil and criminal pro- 
ceedings may be promptly instituted 
against all persons who participated in 
fraudulent mortgages and stock issues or 
other forms of misappropriation or mal- 
administration.

Interstate Commerce Commission 
Overwhelmed. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

One hundred and ten thousand books, 
papers and documents showing rates, fares 
and charges for transportation and arrange- 
ments between carriers in relation to inter- 
state traffic have been filed in the office of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. In its an- 
nual report that body admits that it has been 
unable todo more than acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of these papers and to classify and index 
them. The organization of a general system 
through which these documents might be 
made useful has not been attempted. No in- 
vestigation of their contents has been made 
for the purpose of ascertaining to what extent 
the provisions of the act to regulate commerce 
have been complied with. The Commission 
has been completely overwhelmed by the mul: 
tiplicity of rates and the magnitude of that 
work. It cannot begin to revise the schedules 
of the railroads, and its utter inability to un- 
dertake such a colossal task may be accepted 
by the country as a guarantee of protection 
from interference by the COmmission with 
trade.

FESTIVITIES AT SANDRINGHAM. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales are enter- 
taining a large party at Sandringham fora 
second series of battues. The guests arrived 
Sunday evening and will leave on Saturday, 
when another but smaller detachment will 
come till Monday, after which the Prince ot 
Wales returns to London tor a ſew days. 

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 

Every one outside the military party in 
Germany must have been delighted to hear of 
the unexpectedly favorable turn in the iliness 
of the Crown Prince. The fresh appearance of 
growth, which at first caused alarm, proved to 
be of comparatively little consequence, and 
Dr. Mackenzie was agreeably surprised to 
find a marked improvement in the condition 
of the throat asa whole. The nature of the 
case is still by no means clear, but the faculty 
are unanimous thatit presents certain feat- 
ures which seem irreconcilable with the 
theory of cancer. The Princess has received 
many statements to this effect from leading 
foreign surgeons within the last few 
days. Herr Thresh, the celebrated 
professor of surgery at Leipsic, has 
expressed positive belief that the disease can- 
not be malignant. It is likely enough that Dr. 
Mackenzie, who was recently abused for hav- 
ing taken too optimistic a view of the case, 
will now be attacked with equal want of rea- 
son for having gone too hastily to the oppo- 
site extreme. The fact is, Dr. Mackenzie’s 
attitude has been consistent throughout. 
From first to last he has steadfastly refused to 
travel beyond the tangible facts of the case, 
and the evidence of these has at no time been 
conclusive; and even when things looked 
worst Sir Morell, in a written opinion, which 
he gave the Crown Princess, expressedly 
stated that he regarded the can- 
cerous nature of the disease not 
proven. Dr. Mackenzie was greatly 
struck both at Marseilles and at Giers by the 
sympathetic andeven affectionate interest in 
the Crown Prince shown by all Frenchmen 
whom he met. He was accompanied in his 
trip by Dr. Herring of Warsaw,a throat doctor 
of credit and renown among his brethren, who 
has on various occasions found the attentions 
of the Russian police too pressing to be agree- 
able. Wherever Sir Morell went the reflected 
light of his imperial patient shone upon his 
path. When he visited the archepiscopal pal- 
ace at Aigiers the Archbishop introduced him- 
self and insisted on being his cicerone, 
At the famous breeding stables at Blidah, 
again the Colonel commandant received him | 
in person. Although Sir Morell was almost as 
busy, professionally, at Algiers as in Hartley 
street, he found time to see all there was to be 
seen. In a true spirit of scientific inquiry, he 
experimented on his digestion by eating cous- 
cous, and on his nervous system by smoking 
rief.

The elaborate 
noise, which is now raised whenever Mr. 
Gladstone takes a journey, was rather over- 
done last week. Even his most inveterate 
admirers became weary of the paragraphs 
supplied to the papers in such profusion, prin- 
cipally, I understand, by Mr. Herbert Glad- 
stone. It was something new for a leading 
statesman in this country to take such pro- 
digious pains to let it be known by what route 
he will travel and at what hour he will pass 
through a certain town. No wonder there 
was a demonstration at every station, since 
the local wire puller makes it his business to 
give himself a little temporary importance by 
fussing and bustling about to get up a deputa- 
tion of admirers with the inevitable eulogistic 
address.

MADDEN AS AN ACTOR. 


THE WELL-KNOWN PUGILIST MAKES HIS 
THEATRICAL DEBUT. 


A Play in Which *“Dukes’’ Are Pitted 
Against Villains — The New Field For 
Hard-Hitters—The Successful American 
Appearance ef Mme. Hedwig Niemann- 
Raabe—Chat of the Stage—Amusement 
Notes.

But a 
few moments suffice to dispel this illu- 
sion. She is the ‘‘Lorle’’ of the play. 
She has a wonderful mobility of feature, but 
this mobility is achieved by the expression of 
inner feelings and not by artificiality.

Slosson and Carter Arrive From Chicago 
and Say a Few Words — Eugene and 
Jake Discuss That Big Run by Me- 
Kenna—The Champion Makes a Proposi- 
tion — Lucky“ Baldwin’s First Fast 
Horse—Sporting News and Notes—Base 
Ball Chaff and Chat. 


During the next two weeks the sporting 
event in the city will be the handicap balk-line 
billiard tournament to be given at Schaefer’s 
Hall, beginning this evening. Once more has 
the little champion of the world surrounded 
himself with all the talent there is in 
the land in this line of sport, and 
those who love to watch the little 
ivory spheres rotate and click under the mas- 
terly stroke of the genuine expert will find 
ample food for amusement for the next fort- 
night, Messrs. Schaefer and Roche deserve 
great credit in thus bringing the cream of the 
profession to St. Louis and no one will with- 
hold itfrom them. The present tournament 
promises to be the most brilliant billiard event 
of its kind ever given in this city, 
or any other city, if supreme skill 


may be counted an attraction. 
The players are all in the city, and many of 
them are in ne form. George Slosson arrived 
trom Chicago this morning looking as bright, 
cheerily and handsome as ever. Asa acratch 
man he would indulge in none but general 
speculations as to the result, but he did talk 
about his retirement from the profession. 
SLOSSON’S RETIREMEMNT.

ugene Carter also arrived in the city this 
morning. He came on from Boston, stopping 
over at Chicago one day. He was present 
when Harvey McKenna made his much- 
talked of run and he made the following re- 
marks about the performance: ‘‘This run of 
McKenna’s is regarded as something wonder- 
ful by people who are not posted in billiards. 
The fact that it was the highest run ever made 
at straight-rail billiards does not make it the 
more valuable, because that style 
of billiards has passed into history and no- 
body plays at it nowadays. Schaefer had such 
an easy thing of it nine years ago that 
he could begin to make arun on Monday 
morning and never stop until Saturday night. 
When this was observed it was decided to 
drop the game altogether, and it was dropped. 
There are twenty billiard players in this 
country who can do the same thing every day 
in the week, but no one cares to take the 
trouble to doit, and no one who cares for 
billiards would care to see it done.’’ 

THE TOURNEY AND PLAYERS. 

The tournament which begins at Schaefer’s 
to-night is the first of its kind ever played. 
Schaefer and Slosson, failing to get on a

on French soll, a feat never otherwise accom- 
plished, is likely te surprise everybody in the 
next two weeks. 

Then there is 3 Carter, 
endowed with ability to an extent 
making him appear a wonder in 
sections of the country where the two big ones 
have not performed. Carter is the only man, 
bar Schaefer, Slosson and Vignaux, who has 
ever scored arun of over 100 at the 14-inch 
balk-iine. His success at Ob o has given 
him great confidence and 20 to 1 looks long 
about his chances.
